F o r 200 yards th e w reckage of the 
w ings and fuselage w as strew n. 
T he m achine and its th ree engines 
w ere blown to bits by the explosion 
an d it was unlikely th a t the T. A. T. 
w ould attem p t to salvage any parts. 
T he m etal p arts w ere m elted Into a 
d istorted tangle. 
T he g reat ship appeared

p erm it of crossing and stru ck 
the 
m ountain a side blow. 
F irst a lofty 
tre e had been decapitated. 
Then the 
c ra ft w as throw n off Its course and 
plunged through th e tall trees, cu t­ 
tin g off the pines as a m oving m achine 
w ould have trim m ed m eadow grass.

O vershadow ing even its first test of 
stren g th w as the eight page statem ent 
of dem ands from 12 of th e principal 
ag ricu ltu ral com m odity organlsatlrns 
of th e country as laid down on the 
desk of every senator. 
T he organizations, headed 
by 
the 
A m erican F arm B ureau 
Federation 
and th e N ational G range, asserted the 
ag ricu ltu ral rates in the bill were in­ 
sufficient, and dem anded 27 increases 
above the increases already granted 
on farm com m odities by 
the 
house 
bill and th e proposed senate bill. 
Among their unexpected 
demands 
were the following: 
An increase to 37 cents a pound on 
raw wool compared with 84 cents in 
th e house bill and 81 cents in the sen­ 
ate bill and existing law.

Thriving Town Put on Map 
by Russians. 


W ashington.— Harbin, China, which 
bus figured prominently In the record­ 
breaking travels of world girdler*, re­ 
cently sprang Into the International 
spotlight when a group

raided the Soviet consulate. 
“Ilnrbln Is alm ost as Russian as tt 
Is Chinese,’* says n bulletin from the 
W ashington headquarters of the Na­ 
tional Geographical society,” although 
the city lies 
In 
central 
Manchuria 
about 200 m iles from the nearest bor­ 
der line of Siberia. 
“In fact, the Russians really 
put 
Harbin on the map. 
Up to the latter 
part of the ‘nineties,’ the site of Hnrbln

FLOCK HISTORY IS 
GUIDE IN CULLING 


EXPLAINING THE MATTER 


I f the westward tide of American development has stopped 
agriculture, in some respects, is still keeping up its march towarc 
the setting sun, according to a report on The Mechanization O' 
Agriculture issued by the Chamber of Commerce of the Uni tee 
States. 
“Accompanying the increased use of power machinery,” the 
report states, “there has been a considerable shift in the acreages 
of various crops from the older producing centers to other regions 
better suited to the use of such machinery. 
“In 1918 the cotton-growing states along tin* Atlantic sea 
board had 28.2 per cent of the total cotton acreage. 
The south 
em Mississippi Valley states had 32.2 per cent of the total, am 
Texas and Oklahoma 39.5 per cent. 
In 1928 the cotton acreage in 
the Atlantic seaboard states had declined to 18.0 per cent of th( 
total. The Mississippi Valley states had 32.3 per cent, practically 
the same as ten years earlier, but the acreage in Texas and Okla­ 
homa had increased to 48.9. 
“Similarly the wheat acreage has shifted westward during 
the past ten years. 
Between 1918 and 1928 the wheat acreage in 
North Dakota, South Dakota, Montana, Nebraska, Kansas, Okla­ 
homa and Texas increased from 27,861,000 acres to 38,438,000 
During the same period the acreage in Ohio, Indiana, Illinois, 
Iowa and Minnesota declined from 12,402,000 to 5,317,000. 
“Corn acreages have been reduced considerably in the south­ 
eastern states and increased in the corn belt since the World War.

Beef Sale Fund lo Hug N e w Sires 


H a v in g outlived their usefulness, the original pure-bred sires 
purchased by business men of Brainerd for dairy farmers of Crow 
Wing county, have been sold on the beef market at prices ranging 
from $100 to $180, says E. (J. Both, county agent, who as secre­ 
tary of the Pure-bred Sires Association has had charge of most of 
the details of the campaign started in 1924. 
Proceeds of the sale have been list'd to replace the old sires 
with yearling bulls, dairymen of the different blocks making up 
the difference in prices, if any, and donating such sums lo the as­ 
sociation. Present plans are to carry on the campaign indefinitely. 
“The association has achieved something worth while in that 
it has furnished good pure-bred sires to small farmers who have 
only a few cows and cannot afford high priced sires,” said Mr. 
Roth. 
“Some of the sires are used by 12 to 14 farmers who do not 
have more than six cows each for breeding purposes. 
It is these 
men who have profited most from the project.” 
Dairying, given an impetus by better cows, is bringing wealth 
to the farmers of Crow Wing county. 
Better cows are better pro 
ducers. 
Labor is lessened, output increased, better milk produced 
with pure-bred cows than with the scrubs which first held sway in 
the county.

and antes in addition. 
The Hock own­ 
er can do a great deal to help the 
liens gel rid of these pests. 
There are various remedies on the 
m arket which can he used, or a drug 
known 
as 
sodium 
fluoride 
can 
he 
bought at the drug store and can lie 
put on the liens, applying it on the 
hack, 
head, 
throat, 
on 
the 
breast, 
around the vent, between each thigh 
and the breast and on each wing. This 
Is a rallier tedious process, although 
It will got all tho lice. 
Within Ila' last year and a half, 
however, it has been found that paint­ 
ing Bl ack Leaf 40 on the perches will 
lid a flock of lice. 
This is easy and 
effective. 
Mites are a worse I test than lice, 
since these little lings slay

cracks and crevices around the nests, 
droppings hoards and perches dining 
tile day and get on tile birds at night, 
at which time they suck the hen's 
blood.

strong disinfectant on the 
nests, roosts and droppings hoards.

HERE ARE TESTED WAYS TO CAN PEACHES 


H ot Pack Method 


T his method com bines the advantages of the Open-Kettle and 
Cold P ack Methods. The fruit has the sam e texture th roughout the 
year, and bacteria are killed in the pre-cooking process. 
Also, the 
fruit is kept from discoloring. 
In case of peaches, rem ove skins by 
blanching (unless ripe enough to do so w ithout this process); in 
canning prunes, simply pit and halve—do not remove skins. 
Add 
fruit to boiling syrup- which has been m ade from % to % cup sugar 
for each cup of w ater and has been boiled 5 minutes. 
Precook for 
5 m inutes at sim m ering point. Fill container while boiling hot, and 
"paddle” the sides before placing cover on, and process imm ediately. 
Proceed 12-15 m inutes; seal immediately. It is not necessary to add 
extra juice. 


Cold Pack Method 


P re p are the fruit carefully, selecting it w ith attention to ripe­ 
ness. 
In case of peaches remove skin by blanching, pit and halve. 
If prunes are to be canned, it is only necessary to w ash an d pit the 
fruit. 
Do not remove the skin of prunes. 
M ake a syrup of sugar 
and w ater, cup for cup, and let boil 5 m inutes. 
Fill the ja rs w ith 
hot syrup, taking care to "paddle” well around the sides to allow air 
bubbles to escape, and place jars in the hot w ate r bath. 
T he w ater 
around the jars should boil 15 to 25 m inutes, depending upon the 
firm ness of the fruit. 
J a rs should be sealed im m ediately upon re­ 
moval from water. 
W hen cool, w rap in paper and store in a dark, 
dry place. 


O P E N K E T T L E —Cook fruit in a m edium syrup, in a sauce 
pan, until tender. 
Place in hot sterile jars, fill w ith boiling syrup 
and seal immediately. 
If desired, the syrup the fru it is cooked in 
m ay be retained and used for jelly m aking, and fresh syrup poured 
over th e cooked fruit. 


O V EN M ETH O D —W ash and pack fruit into hot sterile jars to 
w ithin I inch of the top. P u t sterile rubbers in position. 
P o u r over 
the fruit the boiling hot syrup to cover. 
“P ad d le” to rem ove air 
bubbles. 
Adjust lid loosely. 
Place in oven at 275° for one hour. 
Rem ove and seal immediately. 


P R E S S U R E C O O K E R —Follow geneal pressure cooker direc­ 


tions. 
Sterilize at 5 to IO pounds pressure for IO m inutes.
